Dear  8ir:  I  siibuiit  lierewitli  for  your  consideration  the  annual  report  of 
the  Public  Examiner,  Mr.  H.  J.  Leddy,  as  provided  in  section  4,  page  457,  of 
the  Session  Laws  of  1900. 

In  the  report  proper  yoti  will  find  recommendations  pertaining  to  state 
and  county  finances,  and  suggestions  for  the  betterment  of  accounting  condi- 
tions therein. 

I  desire  to  specifically  call  your  attention  to  the  Public  Examiner's  Act, 
appearing  in  the  Session  Laws  of  1900,  under  which  this  department  operates. 
This  law  is  weak  in  certain  respects,  more  particularly  as  regards  county  in- 
vestigations, and  does  not  give  the  people  of  the  state  the  proper  protection. 

As  an  instance  I  Avill  state  that  in  certain  counties,  in  which  shortages 
and  irregularities  were  discovered,  the  district  attorneys  have  refused  to  start 
prosecutions  or  civil  suits  for  recovery  of  saich  moneys.  Such  refusals  may 
easily  be  accounted  for  when  you  consider  that  usually  county  officers  are 
the  heads  of  the  ruling  political  party  in  their  county,  and  district  or  county 
attorneys  are  dependent  on  their  votes  for  re-election  or  political  advancement. 
To  remedy  this  condition,  and  to  carry  out  the  purpose  for  which  this  depart- 
ment was  created,  I  would  recommend  that  legislation  be  enacted  empower- 
ing and  mandating  that  the  Attorney  General,  on  the  request  of  the  Governor 
of  the  state,  prosecute  violators  of  this  act  in  the  District  Court  of  the  proper 
county. 

You  will  lind  on  page  7  in  the  report  the  technical  wording  of  the  sug- 
gested change  of  section  9  of  the  Public  Examiner's  Act,  which,  if  the  needed 
legislation  is  enacted,  will  elfect  the  protection  necessary. 

The  accounts  of  all  the  state  institutions,  boards,  and  bureaus  have  been 
checked  for  the  year  1912,  and  it  affords  me  pleasure  to  advise  that  all,  in  so 
far  as  we  are  able  to  determine  from  the  investigation  of  their  vouchers  and 
books  of  record,  are  free  from  graft. 

There  have,  however,  been  irregularities  disclosed  in  certain  boards,  all 
of  which  are  covered  in  the  report. 

These  are  due  more  to  the  indefiniteness  of  the  laws  under  which  they 
operate,  the  laws  not  clearly  defiuiug  or  limiting  the  i)ower  of  these  boards 
in  the  matter  of  expenditures. 

A  matter  of  large  importance  to  the  state  is  the  necessity  of  legislation 
mandating  that  all  state  instittitions,  boards,  bureaus,  and  departments  an- 
nually invoice  all  property — real,  personal,  or  mixed — under  their  supervision.

I 'mil  animal  invcnloiics  aiv  taken,  and  some  stii'tK-^isovv  board  a[)i)oinle(l 
lo  inves(ij>-ate  the  con-eetness  and  appraise  the  value  of  sucli  items  invoiced, 
there  will  be  a  very  great  chance  of  fjraft. 

Xo  comparative  statistics,  with  any  degree  of  correctness,  can  be  com- 
piled showing  the  expense  of  one  year  against  another  for  juiy  institution, 
unless  such  inventories  are  considered. 

As  regards  that  part  of  the  Public  lOxamincr's  Act  pertaining  to  the  in- 
siallation  of  a  uniform  system  of  accounting  and  reporting,  I  will  state  that, 
so  far  as  the  counties  are  concerned,  forms  of  books  and  blanks  for  both  the 
accounting  and  rejjorting  have  been  compiled  and  sent  to  the  county  commis- 
sioners, with  instructions  as  to  their  use,  together  with  an  oi'der  that  they  be 
immediately  installed. 

iiegardiug  the  annual  reports  of  the  county  treasurers,  transcri])ts  of 
which  are  included  in  this  report,  I  will  state  that  numei-ous  errors  aj>peitr  in 
these  statements.  This  is  largely  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  these  are  the 
first  reports  filed  under  the  new  system  of  reporting,  and  the  county  officers 
are  not  entii'ely  familiar  with  the  manner  in  which  the  reports  are  to  be  made 
out.  Owing  to  the  fact  that  the  reports  arrived  in  this  office  at  such  a  late 
date,  it  was  impossible  to  return  them  for  correction  and  include  them  in  this 
year's  rej)ort.  Reports  on  the  offices  of  county  sheriffs  and  county  clerks  have 
been  recapitulated  and  not  transcribed  in  detail,  on  account  of  lack  of  space, 
the  Public  Examiner's  report  being  limited  by  law  to  300  pages.

The  following-  matters  have  come  under  my  observation  witliin.the  last 
year  on  which  some  action  should  be  taken,  and  recommendations  for  the 
improvement  of  these  unsatisfactory  conditions  are  made,  as  follows: 

GENERAL— STATE  DEPARTMENTS 


AUDITOR— TREASURER 


CLASSIFICATION  ORDER  OF  PAYMENT  OK  APPROPRIATIONS 

On  page  214,  section  16G,  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  1908  appears  the  act 
governing  the  classification  as  to  the  order  of  payment  of  all  bills  carrying 
appropriations. 

Owing  to  the  indetiniteness  of  the  section,  it  is  hard  to  determine,  in  nu- 
merous cases,  the  class  into  which  appropriations  should  properly  be  thrown. 

Serious  questions  necessitating  legal  advice  arise  under  the  existing  law, 
and  more  especially  between  the  first  and  fourth  classes.  There  follows  a 
transcript'  of  this  law  : 

"166.  Order  of  payment  of  appropriations. — Sec.  1.  In  case  the 
available  revenues  of  the  state  for  any  fiscal  year  are  insufficient  to  meet 
all  the  appropriations  made  by  the  general  assembly  for  such  year,  such 
appropriations  shall  be  paid  in  the  following  order: 

Firftf — The  ordinary  expenses  of  the  legislative,  executive  and  judi- 
cial departments  of  the  state  government,  and  interest  on  any  public  debt, 
shall  first  be  paid  in  full. 

Second — Appropriations  for  all  institutions,  such  as  the  penitentiary, 
insane  asylum,  industrial  school  and  the  like,  wherein  the  inmates  are 
confined  involuntarily,  shall  be  next  paid. 

Third — *Appropriations  for  educational  and  charitable  institutions; 
Provided,  That  in  case  there  are  not  sufficient  revenues  for  any  fiscal  term

to  meet  in  full  the  appropriation  for  educational  and  charitable  iustitu- 
tions.  after  ])rovidin<i  for  the  necessary  amounts  appropriated  according 
to  paragraplis  lirst  and  second  of  this  act,  then  in  that  event  whatever 
there  may  be  to  ap])Iy  on  account  of  said  appropriations  for  said  educa- 
tional and  charitable  institutions,  shall  be  distributed  among  all  of  said 
institutions  approi»riated  for  (under  this  clause  of  said  act)  pro  rata 
according  as  the  amount  appropriated  for  each  of  said  institutions  shall 
beat*  to  the  total  amount  available  for  all  of  said  educational  and  char- 
itable institutions  for  said  fiscal  term.  iL.  '99.  p.  21.  §1,  amending  L.  '97, 
p.  21.§1,P. 

Fourth — Ai)proi)riations  for  any  other  officer  or  officers,  bureaus  and 
boards,  to  be  paid  pro  rata,  if  there  be  not  sufficient  funds  to  pay  in  full. 

Fifth — All  other  appropriations  made  pro  rata  out  of  the  general 
fund  shall  next  be  paid  from  all  revenues  available  to  meet  such  appro- 
priations.   [L.  '97,  p.  21,  sec.  1." 

*  The  third  class  as  specified  by  L.  '97  was  amended  by  adding  the  proviso  (L.  '99,  p. 
p.  21,  sec.  1).    [See  also  chapter  57,  Funds.! 

Legislation  should  be  enacted  clearly  defining,  as  regards  the  first  class, 
what  is  intended  by  the  words  "legislative,  executive  and  judicial  departments 
of  state  government;"  and  the  fourth  class  should  be  equally  ex])licit,  to  en- 
able the  State  Auditor  to  determine  as  to  what  officers,  bureaus,  or  boarde 
do  not  come  properly  under  the  first  class,  as  legislative,  judicial,  or  executive 
departments. 

As  regards  the  second  and  third  classes,  I  will  state  that  in  rare  cases 
appropriations  for  the  same  institutions'  appear  in  different  years  under  dif- 
ferent classes. 

If  this  matter  of  classification  can  be  simplified,  it  will  save  much  labor 
on  the  part  of  the  Attorney  General,  Auditor,  and  Treasurer,  and  will  do 
away  with  the  unfairness  that  any  auditor  or  treasurer  might  manifest  against 
a  particular  board  or  institution,  in  cases  where  the  law  as  to  classification 
is  not  clear.

I  also  I'ecommend  that  a  law  be  provided  requiring  that  all  bills  carrying 
"appropriations"  should,  before  passage,  be  presented  to  the  Attorney  General 
for  approval  as  to  legality,  form,  and  whether  in  conflict  with  other  legisla- 
tion. This  recommendation  is  prompted  by  the  haphazard  manner  in  which 
appropriation  bills  of  all  classes  have  heretofore  been  passed,  constantly  plac- 
ing the  State  Auditor  and  State  Treasurer  in  the  unfortunate  position  of 
having  to  determine  in  each  individual  case  whether  payment  under  such  ap- 
propriations should  or  should  not  be  made,  thus  requiring  these  officers  to 
shoulder  the  responsibility  relative  thereto.  Many  embarrassing  questions 
under  this  head  have  been  presented  during  the  present  biennial  period — ques- 
tions which  were  incapable  of  determination  without  disappointment  and 
dissatisfaction.  This  condition  should  be  remedied.  This  was  also  recom- 
mended by  my  predecessor. 


STATE  AUDITOR 

PUBLIC  EXAJIIXER's  ACT  SUGGESTED  CIIAXGE 

This  matter  is  refen-ed  to  in  my  letter  of  transmittal  to  the  Governor, 
and  it  is  recommended  that  section  9  on  page  459  of  the  Session  Laws  of  1909 
be  repealed,  and  the  following  reconstructed  section  he  enacted  in  its  stead:

Section  9  as  enacted  and  in  force: 

"Section  9.  The  Attorney-Geiiei-al,  District  or  ('ouiity  attorney,  shall, 
when  called  upon  by  the  Auditor  of  State,  the  Public  Examiner,  aid  in 
any  investigation  or  matter,  giving  legal  advice;  and  shall  stipervise  the 
prosecution  of  all  violations  of  the  j)rovisions  of  this  act." 

Section  9  as  reconstructed  for  enactment: 

"!"'ec1ioii  !).  Till'  Alloriicy  <!<'neial.  (iisli-ict  or  couiily  alloriicy.  shall, 
when  called  upon  by  the  Public  Exa-miner,  aid  in  any  investigation  or 
matter,  giving  legal  advice,  and  shall  supervise  the  prosecution  of  all 
violations  of  this  law.  Whenever  it  shall  appear  to  the  Public  Examiner 
that  any  person  has  committed  any  crime  or  misdemeanor  under  any  of 
the  laws  of  this  state,  he  shall  forthwith  inform  the  district  attorney  of 
the  proper  district  of  the  same,  who  shall  proseciite  any  such  crimes  or 
misdemeanors  as  provided  by  law.  In  the  event  that  the  district  attorney 
shall  fail  or  refuse  to  prosecute  as  aforesaid,  the  Public  Examiner  may 
present  the  matter  to  the  Governor  of  the  state,  and  upon  request  of  the 
Governor  the  Attorney  General  shall  prosecute  any  i)erson  charged  with 
such  crimes  or  misdemeanors,  in  the  District  Court  of  the  proper  county, 
and  to  that  end  the  Attorney  General  may  file  informations  as  informant, 
subscribing  his  name  or  that  of  his  deputy  thereto,  and  all  provisions  of 
law  relating  to  informations,  except  as  above  designated,  shall  he  appli- 
cable in  tlic  ti-ials  of  such  crimes  and  niisdeiiieanois. 

In  all  cases  where  it  shall  appear  to  the  Public  Examiner  that  any 
moneys  are  due  or  owing  to  any  county,  public  institution,  or  other  public 
body  other  than  the  state,  coming  within  the  })rovisions  of  this  act,  from 
any  person,  firm,  association  or  corporation,  or  public  officer,  or  Avhenever 
it  shall  appear  to  the  Public  Examiner  that  a  course  of  action  exists  in 
favor  of  any  county,  public  institution,  or  other  public  body  other  than 
the  state,  coming  within  the  provisions  of  this  act,  against  any  person, 
firm,  association,  corporation,  or  public  officer,  for  the  payment  or  recov- 
ery of  money  or  otherwise,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  present  such  matters 
to  the  proper  officers  of  the  county  or  public  institution,  as  the  case  may 
be,  and  to  the  attorney,  if  any,  requii'ed  or  authorized  by  law  to  bring 
action  for  the  payment  or  recovery  of  such  money  or  otherwise;  and  in 
the  event  of  any  failure  or  refusa-1  to  act  in  the  bringing  of  such  action, 
the  Public  Examiner  may  present  any  such  matters  to  the  judge  of  the 
District  Court  of  the  proper  county,  who  shall,  if  he  finds  that  the  officer 
required  or  authorized  to  bring  such  suit  is  interested  or  negligent  in  the 
])erformance  of  his  duty,  appoint  some  competent  attorney  of  record, 
who  shall  be  authorized  to  begin  and  cai'ry  on  said  action,  in  behalf  of 
any  such  county,  public  institution,  or  other  public  body,  as  the  case  may 
be,  and  as  its  attorney,  and  such  attorney  shall  be  entitled  to  such  com- 
pensation for  his  services  as  the  coui*t  may  fix.  to  be  paid  by  the  county, 
public  institution  or  public  body  in  whose  behalf  the  action  is  brought. 
Except  as  above  designated,  all  provisions  of  law  now  relating  to  the 
bringing  of  any  such  civil  actions  shall  be  ap])licable.'' 


PUBLISH  IX  LOCAL  PAPERS  PUBLIC  EXAMINER'S  REPORTS 

It  is  recommended  that  legislation  be  enacted  making  it  necessary  for  the 
county  commissioners  to  have  published  in  their  local  papers  the  findings,  as 
reported  by  the  Public  Examiner,  as  regards  the  investigations  of  county  offices 
and  officers.

It  has  appeared  from  our  iuvestij>ations  that  certain  laws  affecting  the 
collection  of  ])ul)lic  revenue  have  in  some  cases  been  overlooked,  and  that  un- 
aiithorized  jiayments  have,  with  extreme  frequency,  been  made  by  various 
state  and  conuty  officers.  Such  payments  are  violations  of  the  statutes, 
but  are  largeh-  accounted  for  from  the  fact  that  the  average  office-holder  is  ig- 
norant of  many  of  the  laws  limiting  and  defining  his  duties,  as  regards  county 
revenue  and  the  ex]>euditure  of  county  funds. 

It  is  a  nuitter  of  large  imi)ortan(e  tliat  some  i)laii  be  employed  to  educate 
the  officers  along  these  lines. 

Frequently  county  moneys  are  disbursed  for  purposes  which  the  statute 
specifically  i)rohibits.  After  such  expenditures  are  made  (and  in  many  cases 
they  are  made  with  the  best  of  intentions  on  the  part  of  the  county  officers), 
it  is  difficult  to  recover  such  moneys. 

Even  though  such  collections  could  be  made,  it  would  work  hardshij)  ou 
many  honest  officers,  who  have  exceeded  their  authority  solely  tlirougli  ig- 
norance. 

It  is  recommended,  therefore,  that  legislation  be  enacted  providing  for  the 
compilation  of  a  volume  segregating,  under  each  and  every  county  and  state 
officer  and  department,  any  and  all  laws  pertinent  to  such  offices  or  depart- 
ments, county  or  state,  concerning  reventie,  expenditure  of  funds,  etc.,  and 
further  providing  that  on  the  proper  department  of  state  government  there 
be  imposed  the  duty  of  advising,  after  eacli  session  of  the  legislature,  every 
officer  of  any  new  laws  enacted  affecting  his  particular  department  of  gov- 
ernment. 

A  draft  of  any  new  laws  enacted  should  be  pasted  in  the  volume  com])iled, 
in  order  that  at  all  times  this  volume  may  be  up  to  date. 


JIARKIXG  state  EQI'II'MENT  to  indicate  OWNEUSIIU' 

It  is  suggested,  as  a  safeguard  against  loss,  that  all  equipment,  such  as 
mechanical  devices,  equipment  used  in  the  improvement  of  highways,  tools, 
implements.  Avagons,  automobiles,  etc.,  be  marked  in  some  ineradicable  man- 
ner, to  show  plainly  that  any. such  article  is  the  property  of  the  State  of 
Colorado.  This  recommendation  applies  to  all  institutions,  penal  and  char- 
itable, and  to  all  state  boards,  bureaus,  and  departments.  Legislation  should 
be  enacted  providing  that  persons  empowered  to  purchase  supplies  of  this 
nature  for  the  different  departments  of  state  government  shall  have  such 
sup[)lies  so  marked. 


COMMISSION  charged  FOR  COLLECTION  OF  STATE  TAX 

Section  5531,  page  1301,  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  190S  provides  that 
the  state  shall  not  pay  any  expense  incurred  in  the  assessment  or  collection 
of  taxes. 
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On  |>a}i<'  ~-\  llic  lollowiii;;  section  ;i|i|»(';irs  : 

"2r);)7.    Fees  of  couiily  1  i(>aMir('r. — Soc.  The  county  f rcasiii-cr 

slinll  cliai-jic  and  receive  the  foliowinfi'  fees  and  coniniissions : 

1.  rpon  all  moneys  received  Iry  liiiii  for  town  and  city  (axes,  wlietlier 
such  towns  or  cities  be  incori)orated  under  ttie  jjeneral  laws  or  by  sjjecial 
charter,  and  anything  in  said  charter  to  the  contrary  notwithstandinfi, 
and  u[)on  all  school  taxes  in  counties  of  the  first  class,  one  |)er  cent.; 
in  counties  of  the  second  class,  one  i)er  cent.;  in  counties  of  every  otiier 
class,  one  per  cent,  on  school  taxes,  and  (wo  j»er  cent,  on  (own  and  city 
taxes. 

2.  Upon  all  moneys  received  by  him  for  taxes  of  every  other  kind  in 
counties  of  the  first  clasfe',  one  per  cent.;  second  class,  one  and  one-half 
per  cent.;  third  class,  two  per  cent.;  fourth  class, 'three  per  cent.;  fifth 
class,  five  per  cent. 

3.  For  receivinj;-  all  moneys  other  than  taxes  in  counties  of  every 
class,  one  per' cent. 

4.  For  each  certiiicate  of  purchase,  in  counties  of  every  class,  twenty- 
five  cents ;  for  each  trad  thei-ein  described  in  counties  of  every  class,  five 
cents. 

5.  For  each  certificate  of  redemption  in  counties  of  every  class, 
twenty-five  cents ;  for  each  tract  therein  described  in  counties  of  every 
class,  five  cents. 

6.  For  makinjj;  treasurer's  deed  in  counties  of  every  class,  one  dollar; 
if  such  deed  contains  one  description,  and  for  everv  subsequent  descrip- 
tion, five  cents.    [L.  '97,  p.  159,  §1;  amending'  L.  '91,  p.  211,§G]."' 

Under  the  authority  given  in  the  second  division  of  section  2.537,  which 
reads,  "Ui)on  all  moneys  received  of  every  kind,"  the  county  treasurers  quite 
generally  charge  a  commission  on  the  collection  of  state  taxes,  and  as  section 
5531  mandates  that  the  state  shall,  not  pay  the  expense  in  collection  of  taxes, 
such  charge  is  made  against  the  county  and  collected  from  the  county. 

The  reason  for  county  treasurers  so  doing  is  to  increase  the  fees  of  their 
office,  thereby  increasing  the  treasurers'  salaries. 

If  it  is  the  intention  of  this  law,  as  interpreted  by  the  legislature,  that 
the  treasurers  are  entitled  to  no  fee  for  collecting  state  taxes,  legislation 
should  be  enacted  to  remedy  the  conflict  in  the  above-quoted  sections. 


COUXTY  FUNDS  BEARING  NO  INTEREST 

Some  legislation  should  be  enacted  to  compel  county  treasurers  to  collect 
interest  on  tlie  county  moneys  in  their  hands.  Page//'-./.^^  shows  the 
genera-l  balance  of  public  moneys  in  the  hands  of  each  county  treasui'er  on  the 
1st  of  January,  1912. 

The  total  in  the  hands  of  all  treasurers  on  this  date  amounted  to 
12,721,399.08. 

The  average  daily  balance  for  the  year  would  largely  exceed  this  amount, 
due  to  the  fact  that  county  finances  in  the  months  of  December  and  January 
are  at  a  lower  ebb  than  at  any  other  time  of  the  yeai*. 

Of  the  above  amount  there  is  .f937, 797.05,  the  moneys  of  fourteen  counties, 
on  which  the  county  ti'easiirers  draw  interest  from  the  banks  and  place  same 
to  the  credit  of  the  county. 

The  funds  of  the  remaining  forty-eight  counties,  aggi-egating  on  January 
1,  1912,  fl.7S3. 602.03.  according  to  statements  of  the  county  treasurers,  draw 
no  interest. 
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lutorest  ou  this  sum  at  2VL>  per  cent  amounts  to  144,590.55.  Inasmuch 
as  fourteen  ooiiuties  draw  intei-ost.  and  considering  the  fact  that  the  state 
draws  3  ju'i-  cent  on  its  money,  deposited  in  many  cases  with  the  same  banlis 
which  allow  the  counties  no  interest,  it  is  very  evident  that  some  lc}>islation 
is  needed  lo  remedy  this  condition. 

A  little  further  light  on  this  matter  may  be  of  interest,  and  in  this  con- 
nection I  will  take  up  the  matter  of  county  treasurers'  bonds.  Page  v..^, 
above  referred  to.  indicates  the  amount  of  county  treasurers'  bonds  by  coun- 
ties, the  cost,  if  purchased  from  bonding  companies  at  current  lates,  etc. 

Several  county  treasurers  state  that  no  interest  is  collected  on  county 
funds  from  banks,  but  the  banks  furnish  the  treasurer's  bond. 

The  cost  fi'om  bonding  comj)anies  of  bonds  for  all  of  the  sixty -two  county 
treasurers,  at  the  current  rates,  would  amount  to  $10,5(15,  which,  if  advisable, 
could  be  paid  from  the  county  funds,  if  authorized  by  legislative  enactment. 

In  this  event,  if  county  treasurers  were  forced  to  collect  interest  on 
deposits — which  can  be  easily  complied  Avith,  as  numerous  sound  banks  in  the 
state  would  be  very  glad  to  get  the  deposits  on  a  fair  rate  of  interest — there 
should  still  remain  as  a  saving  to  the  counties  from  f35.000  to  .f50,000  a  year. 

A  further  argument  in  favor  of  such  a  plan  is  the  advantage  of  having 
regular  bonding  companies  carry  these  bonds  in  place  of  individuals  or  banks, 
from  whom,  in  case  of  defalcations,  it  sometimes  is  imjiossible  to  make  col- 
lections. 


(.'OUXTY  OFFICERS  FISCAL  YEAR — IKME  INCOMING  OFFICIALS  SHOULD  TAKE  OFFJCE 

It  is  recommended  that  necessary  legislation  be  enacted  to  effect  the 
induction  into  office  of  all  county  officers  on  the  first  of  January,  instead  of 
ou  the  second  Tuesday  in  the  month. 

The  fiscal  year  ends  on  the  31st  of  December,  and  for  practically  all  the 
county  officers  to  run  over  for  from  ten  to  twelve  days  in  the  next  year's 
business  causes  a  very  great  deal  of  confusion  in  the  matter  of  accounting. 

The  year's  business  is  closed  up  on  the  31st  of  December ;  but,  instead  of 
being  turned  over  to  the  incoming  officer  at  that  time,  and  when  the  books  are 
in  balance,  etc.,  the  outgoing  officer  holds  office  for  several  days,  and  then 
makes  his  turn -over. 

Under  the  present  fee  system  this  is  particular!}^  confusing,  making  it 
very  difficult  to  compute  the  exact  salary  allowances,  etc. 


FUNDS  OWING  TO  COI'NTIES  WHEN  SUCH  DEBTS  OUTLAW 

I  am  advised  through  the  Attorney  General's  department  that  criminal 
action  after  three  years,  and  civil  action  after  six  years,  cannot  be  bi'ought 
against  county  debtors.  To  enable  the  counties  to  recover  funds,  owing  and 
uncollected,  which  have  run  in  excess  of  this  limit  of  years,  legislation  should 
be  enacted  to  the  effect  that  debts  to  the  county  shall  never  outlaw.  The  state 
is  protected  in  this  respect,  and  it  is  im])ortant  that  the  counties  should  be 
also. 

The  necessity  for  such  a  law  is  very  apparent  from  a  consideration  of 
defalcations,  shortages,  etc.,  of  county  offices,  which  in  many  cases  are  not 
discovered  until  years  after,  in  Avhich  case  it  is  impossible  to  bring  the 
offenders  to  justice. 
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corxTV  ArniTixci  i;v  1'i;i\atk  i.xdiniim  ai.s 

As  regards  (liis  niadcr  I  wisli  (o  rcconiiiiciKl  (liat  legislation  be  enacted 
j)i-(>iiil)i(ing  count.v  or  district  judges  from  appointing  coniinit tees  or  indi- 
viduals to  audit  the  county  olllces,  and  county  coniniissioners  from  paying 
county  moneys  to  private  individual  or  firms  for  such  auditing. 

Moneys  spent  by  the  several  counties  of  the  state  during  the  year  1911  for 
auditing  Ihe  county  oflices  amounted  to  .|24,:U;-t.l7.  The  cost  of  nuiintaining 
the  I'ublic  lOxaminer's  department  for  the  fiscal  years  1!J11  and  1!)12  amounted 
to  •f.'iTJll'.;}!),  or  approximately  |2!),00l)  per  year.  From  this  it  will  be  seen 
that  the  counties  spent  within  .|4, 035.83  of  the  entire  amount  necessary  to 
maintain  this  department. 

The  state  board  is  authorized  to  do  this  work,  and  when  done  by  both  the 
state  and  individuals,  there  is  a  du])licati()n  of  expense  and  labor  entirely 
uncalled  for. 

To  show  the  fallacy  in  such  contracts  entered  into  with  individual  firms, 
I  will  bring  to  your  attention  the  fact  that  it  often  happens  that,  in  order 
for  an  accounting  firm  to  secure  a  county  contract,  it  is  necessary  to  gain  the 
suj)i)ort  in  some  cases  of  the  officers  whose  accounts  are  to  be  checked.  In  sucli 
cases  it  is  human  nature  to  feel  kindly  toward  the  man  who  is  helping  and 
employing  you,  with  the  result  that  the  report  of  such  findings  may  be 
prejudiced. 

Further,  as  regards  investigations,  I  will  state  that  the  condition  of 
county  finances  often  governs  the  commissioners  in  the  latitude  of  the  investi- 
gation ordered  for  their  county.  The  report  ordered  one  year  may  include 
all  offices  and  cover  every  phase  of  accounting,  together  with  a  report  as  to 
whether  or  not  all  mandates  of  the  statutes  have  been  complied  with,  as 
regards  the  expenditure  of  county  funds ;  whereas  another  year,  for  reasons 
of  economy,  only  pai't  of  such  report  would  be  contracted  for. 

Another  objectionable  feature  of  having  different  auditing  firms  report 
on  county  work  is  the  lack  of  uniformity.  One  firm's  report  is  made  in  a 
certain  form,  while  the  form  of  report  of  another  firm  may  be  very  different. 
This  is  a  detriment  in  the  way  of  compiling  comparative  statistics  for  one 
county  as  against  another. 

The  reports,  if  made  through  the  state  government,  under  the  statutes, 
must  be  absolutely  fair  and  unbiased. 

As  there  is  no  obligation  on  the  part  of  the  Public  Examiner's  department 
to  any  county  officers,  as  is  the  case  with  private  accountants,  such  reports 
should  be  more  impartial. 

A  statement  indicating  the  amount  paid  by  the  different  counties  for  this 
work  will  be  found  farther  on  in  the  report. 


ABOLITION  OF  FEE  SYSTEM 

The  fee  system,  in  so  far  as  it  applies  to  the  compensation  or  salaries  of 
county  officers,  is  one  of  the  most  pernicious  practices  of  the  modern  political 
system,  and  the  abolishment  of  this  evil,  in  so  far  as  economic  conditions 
will  permit,  should  be  the  basis  of  action  by  the  legislature  at  its  next  session. 

I  am  informed  that  this  matter  was  under  discussion  at  the  eighteenth 
session  of  the  legislature,  with  the  idea  of  placing  every  county  officer  on  a 
specified  salary,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  county  general  fund,  irrespective  of  the 
fee  earnings  of  that  office.  This  plan  met  with  serious  objection,  more  espe- 
cially with  respect  to  counties  of  small  population,  on  the  ground  of  economy. 
It  was  contended  that  the  salary  expense  of  the  small  counties  would  be  con- 
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siderably  iucreaseil,  iiiasinuch  as,  under  the  present  system,  the  oliieers  have 
never  been  able  from  their  fees  to  earn  the  niaxinmm  salary  allowed  by  law,  and 
if  reind)ursed  with  a  sli-aijiht  salary,  based  on  the  present  maximum  allow- 
ances, this  increase  would  have  to  be  borne  by  the  taxpayers. 

Granting  the  logic  of  this  contention,  it  would  appear  that,  if  the  counties 
were  reclassitied  according  to  po])ulation,  together  with  a  consideration  of 
the  comparative  fee  earnings  of  the  dillereut  county  offices,  one  county  against 
another,  a  salary  basis  could  be  determined  whereby  neither  the  earnings  of 
the  offices  nor  the  exjjense  to  the  counties  would  be  materially  affected. 

If  it  is  the  will  of  the  legislature  that  this  fee  system  be  not  abolished 
in  toto,  unquestionably  the  offices  of  county  sheriff,  county  treasurer,  and 
county  clerk  in  each  and  every  county  in  this  state  should  be  placed  on  a 
straight  salary  basis. 

In  this  connection  I  wish  to  refer  you  to  Report  No  ,  on  page  .  . .  ., 

which  sliows  in  detail  the  present  classification  by  counties,  the  })o]nilation  of 
counties  as  indicated  by  the  census  of  1!)10,  the  maximum  salary  allowed 
clerks,  treasurers,  and  sheriffs  of  the  different  counties,  and  the  deficit  in  those 
counties  in  which  these  officers  failed  to  make  from  their  fees  the  maximum 
salary  allowed  by  law. 

You  will  notice,  in  considering  Report  No  ,  that  in  189  offices,  consist- 
ing of  treasurer,  sheriff,  and  clerk,  from  the  officers'  reports  from  sixty-one 
counties,  only  forty-one  of  these  officers  failed  to  earn  sufficient  fees  to  satisfy 
the  maximum  salary  allowed  under  the  statutes,  and  the  entire  anutunt  of 
deficit  from  the  maximum  allowance  in  these  fortv-one  offices  amounted  to 
only  119,434.93. 

The  amount  of  expense  to  which  the  counties  are  put,  through  fee  officers 
endeavoring  to  make  their  fees  sufficient  to  pay  the  maximum  salaries,  is 
several  times  as  great  as  this  deficit.  This  is  easily  understood  by  considering, 
for  instance,  the  office  of  sheriff,  in  which,  for  every  fee  earned  for  criminal 
service,  in  addition  to  the  fee,  the  county  bears  the  expense  attending  such 
.service.  The  expense  to  the  county  for  feeding  prisoners  should  be  materially 
decreased  if  the  fee  system  as  a  salary  basis  was  discontinued. 

As  a  foundation  for  the  legislation  necessary  to  correct  this  evil,  you  Avill 
find  on  page  ....  of  this  rejjort  a  draft  of  a  bill  providing  for  the  reclassifica- 
tion of  the  counties,  abolishment  of  the  fee  system  as  regards  county  sheriffs, 
treasurers,  and  clerks,  and  indicating  the  deputies  that  should  be  provided,  the 
salary  of  the  officers  conforming  to  the  county  classification,  etc. 

In  this  connection  I  will  state  that  I  believe  it  wise,  in  reclassifying  the 
counties  according  to  population,  to  make  this  classification  cover  not  only 
the  salaries,  but  also  the  fees  collected  for  service  to  the  public.  Under  the 
present  classification  as  to  fees  charged,  certain  counties  of  approximately  the 
same  population  have  a  different  scale  of  prices  for  the  same  services,  and  at 
the  same  time  the  salaries  of  these  officers,  being  under  the  same  classifica- 
tion, are  identical.  This  should  be  remedied  to  the  effect  that  the  classifica- 
tion as  to  salaries,  and  as  to  fees  charged  for  services,  in  any  one  county  may 
be  the  same.

tions, or  other  process  not  hereinbefore  mentioned  shall  be  paid  by  the  parties 
receiving  siicli  services. 

In  counties  of  the  second  class  the  sheriff  may  appoint  an  undersheriff, 
and  may,  under  the  direction  of  the  board  of  county  commissioners,  appoint 
deputj-  sheriffs,  who  shall  be  ]iaid  an  annual  salary  from  the  (ieneral  County 
Fund,  the  undersheriff  the  sum  of  f 1,800,  and  each  deputy  the  sum  of  f 1,200;

In  counties  of  eveiy  class  the  undeislierilf.  and  each  and  every  deputy 
sheriff  in  counties  of  whatever  class  cominji  under  the  ])r()visious  of  this  act, 
shall  make  to  the  sheriff  a  monthly  report  ift  writing,  under  oath,  of  all  fees 
collected  of  any  description  whatsoever,  and  all  expenditures,  necessary  ex- 
penses pertaining  to  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  office.  The  slierifif, 
undersherifl',  and  deputy  shall  be  allowed  actual  traveling  expenses,  payable 
out  of  the  county  treasury,  u]>oii  verified  itemized  account  lieing  presented  for 
the  same. 

Sec.  3.  The  county  clerlvs  of  the  several  counties  in  this  state  shall  receive, 
ns  their  only  compensation  for  their  services,  an  annual  salary,  to  be  paid 
monthly  out  of  the  general  county  fund:  in  counties  of  the  second  class,  the 
sum  of  |2,75();  in  counties  of  the  third  class,  the  sum  of  f 2,400 ;  in  counties 
of  the  fourth  class,  the  sum  of  .'ij;2,l()0;  in  counties  of  the  fifth  class,  the  sum 
of  $1,750;  in  counties  of  the  sixth  class,  the  sum  of  .|l,r)00;  in  counties  of  the 
seventh  class,  the  sum  of  .|1,500. 

In  counties  of  the  second  and  third  classes  the  county  clerk  shall  appoint, 
with  the  approval  of  the  board  of  county  commissioners,  a  chief  deputy,  who 
shall  be  acting  deputy  clerk  to  the  board  of  county  commissioners;  and  the 
county  clerk  may,  Avith  the  approval  of  the  board  of  county  commissioners, 
ivppoint  office  deputies,  each  to  be  paid  an  annual  salary  out  of  the  general 
county  fund;  provided,  the  number  of  de])uties  so  appointed  shall  not  at  any 
one  time  exceed  five.  The  deputies  so  appointed  shall  receive  the  following

In  counties  of  the  fourth  class  the  county  clerk  may,  with  the  approval 
of  the  board  of  county  commissioners,  appoint  a  chief  deputy,  who  shall  be 
acting  deputy  clerk  to  the  board  of  county  commissioners ;  and  the  county 
clerk  may,  under  the  direction  of  the  board  of  county  commissioners,  appoint 
oflBce  deputies,  all  of  whom  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  general  county' fund ;

In  counties  of  the  fifth  class  the  county  clerk  may,  with  the  approval  of 
the  board  of  county  commissioners,  appoint  deputies,  who  shall  each  be  paid 
an  annual  salary  of  |1,200  out  of  the  general  county  fund ;  provided,  the 
number  of  deputies  so  appointed  shall  not  at  any  one  time  exceed  three. 

In  counties  of  the  sixth  class  the  county  clerk  may,  with  the  approval  of 
the  board  of  county  commissioners,  appoint  one  deputy,  who  shall  be  paid 
an  annual  salary  of  .f 1,200  out  of  the  general  fund. 

The  deputy  county  clerks  in  the  several  counties  of  the  second,  third, 
fourth,  fifth,  and  sixth  classes  shall  receive,  as  their  only  compensation  for 
their  services,  the  salaries  specified  above. 

The  county  treasurers  of  the  several  counties  of  the  state,  excepting  the 
treasurers  of  the  counties  of  the  first  class,  shall  receive,  as  their  only  com- 
pensation for  their  services,  an  annual  salary,  to  be  paid  monthly  out  of  the 
general  county  fund,  to-wit :  in  counties  of  the  second  class,  the  sum  of  .f3,000 ;

In  counties  of  tlic  second,  tliird,  fourth,  and  fiftii  classes,  deputies  may 
be  enii)lo.ved  by  tlie  county  treasurers,  under  tiie  direction  of  the  board  (»f 
county  coniinissionei's,  for  said  count  ies  n'sjx'ct  ively ;  tlu^  coinj)ensation  and 
time  of  service  to  be  fixed  by  tiie  board;  pi-ovided  tiiat,  with  the  exce|»tion  of 
county  treasurers  of  counties  of  tiie  second,  third,  and  fourtli  classes,  who 
may,  in  addition,  each  aj)point  one  chief  deputy,  at  an  annual  salary  of  $1,800, 
the  number  of  deputies  so  ai)p<)inted  shall  not  exceed,  in  counties  of  the  second 
class,  six;  in  counties  of  the  third  class,  four;  in  counties  of  the  fourth  class, 
two;  in  counties  of  the  fifth  class,  one;  and  further  provided  that  the  salaries 
of  said  deputies  so  ai»])ointed  shall  not  exceed  .flOO  per  month.

lars (|300)  ;  fourth,  fifth,  sixth,  and  seventh  classes,  two  hundred  dollars 
($200)  ;  provided,  further,  that  if  the  chairman  of  the  board  for  the  time  be 
a  non-resident  of  the  county  seat  of  said  county,  any  member  of  such  board, 
upon  order  of  the  board,  may  act  as  such  superintendent,  and  shall  for  the 
time  being  receive  compensation  allowed  therefor.

^^■(•  find  a  hu-<je  amount  of  money  spent  for  1  ia\ ciinj;-  expenses,  and, 
from  tlie  \vordin<>'  of  some  of  the  retpiisitions,  we  are  of  the  ((pinion  that 
the  privileges  are  abusi^l  by  some  of  those  lo  whoui  I  he  rciniisilious  are 
granted  by  the  president.

We  find  quite  a  number  of  trips  out  of  the  state,  and  f;ive  a  partial 
list  of  same.  We  think  such  trips  should  be  limited  to  absolute  necessity, 
until  the  financial  condition  of  the  colh'j^c  would  warrant  a  moi-e  liberal 
disbursement.

Gentlemen:  In  answer  to  your  recjuest  for  a  brief  report  of  iny  work 
of  organization  of  the  different  counties  containing  forest  lauds  in  our  state, 
for  the  prevention  and  control  of  forest  tires;  also  an  estimate  of  the  ex- 
pense necessary  to  carry  on  the  work  in  the  counties  not  already  visited, 
I  wish  to  make  the  following  statement: 

Of  the  forty-two  counties  listed  to  me  as  containing  forest  lands,  I  have 
visited  twenty-three  counties  and  county  seats,  and  have  obtained  lists 
of  deputies  to  be  appointed  as  special  fire  wardens  from  all  the  sheriffs 
visited,  except  the  sheriff  of  Eagle  County,  and  have  been  promised  a  list 
from  that  county.  (The  list  from  El  Paso  County  has  been  lost,  and  I 
shall  doubtless  get  a  new  one  from  the  sheriff"  of  that  county.) 

The  total  number  of  deputies  and  sheriffs  contained  in  the  tw-enty-one 
lists  in  my  possession  is  341.  This  number  should  be  at  least  doubled  when 
the  work  is  completed. 

I  have  copies  of  a  resolution  adopted  by  the  boards  of  commissioners 
of  Larimer,  Garfield,  Douglas,  Jefferson,  Pueblo,  Pitkin,  Hnei'fano,  and 
Boulder  Counties,  stating  their  interest  and  agreeing  to  co-operate  in  the 
work.  So  far  I  have  succeeded  in  securing  such  resolution  by  the  boards 
of  county  commissioners  whenever  I  have  been  able  to  meet  the  full  board 
in  session,  with  the  exception  of  El  Paso  County.  Lake  County  was  divided 
— one  member  of  the  board  for,  one  against,  and  one  absent. 

I  found  the  people  interested  in  every  section  visited,  and  I  am  con- 
vinced that  your  plans  can  be  successfully  carried  out  and  will  result  in 
the  saving  of  a  veiy  great  amount  of  timber  from  destruction  by  fire.  Now 
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dial  we  liaxc  our  aiircciiicii I  witli  llic  National  Forcsl  Kcscrvc  si<iiic(l,  we  cx- 
|tt'cl  to  have  or  more  dcpnt  v  slicrills  scaltcrcd  tliroiij-li  (lie  timber,  armed 
witli  a  copy  of  the  same  and  with  instiiictions  from  the  State  Forester  in 
rofjard  to  prevention  and  control  of  forest  tires.  The  worlv  of  securinji 
resolutions  from  the  boards  of  coiint.v  commissioners  will  require  mucli 
time,  as  nuinv  of  the  boards  meet  oiilv  four  times  a  year  in  regular  ses- 
sion. It  may  be  possible  that  youi'  hoard  will  consider  this  ])art  of  the 
work  unnecessaiy  in  some  cases,  on  account  of  the  time  retpiired  1o  visit 
the  dilfereni  boards  of  commissioners  at  the  times  they  wire  in  session,  and 
that  seems  to  be  the  only  way  to  secure  the  i-esolutions  asked  for. 

The  nineteen  counties  that  have  not  been  visited  by  me  on  this  work 
are  situated  in  the  southwestei'ii  i)art  of  the  state.  They  are  the  most  thinly 
settled  counties  of  the  state,  without  convenient  transportation  facilities. 

The  commissionei's  usually  live  long  distances  ai)art,  and.  If  ])ossible, 
each  one  should  be  informed  in  regard  to  the  woik  by  })ersonal  interview. 
The  sheriffs  of  these  counties  are  much  of  the  time  away  from  the  county 
seat.  From  my  experience,  I  think  it  will  re(juire  ninety  days  to  visit 
all  the  county  seats,  to  obtain  a  list  of  deputies  from  the  different  sheriffs, 
to  secure  interviews  with  county  commissioners,  and,  whenever  ])ossible, 
to  obtain  resolutions  of  supi)ort  and  co-ojx'ration. 

I  think  this  work  can  b(»  com])leted,  so  far  as  completion  is  ])Ossible,  at 
a  cost  of  six  hundred  dollars  (.fCiOO.OOi,  and  I  hereby  offer  to  continue  my 
work,  as  vou  have  outlined  it,  to  full  completion  for  the  sum  of  six  hundied 
doll  ars  (•I'GOO.OO),  and  transportation  in  addition.

REMARKS 

In  clu'ckin^-  liic  afcounls  of  tlic  nuMuhcrs'  deitosits,  I  could  not  find  Book 
No.  1.'.  but  this  book  was  in  tho  vault  when  1  was  at  the  Home  last  April.  T 
am  informed  by  Adjutant  Socknei-  thai  he  did  not  see  this  book,  and  that  it 
was  not  turned  over  to  him  by  former  Adjutant  Hunt.  This  book  should  be 
at  the  Home,  and  the  board  should  take  steps  to  recover  same,  wherever  it 
may  be. 

I  find  the  members  of  the  board  continue  to  chari>e  and  allow  bills  to  them- 
selves for  services  as  members.  This  is  in  direct  conflict  with  section  G035  of 
the  Revised  Statutes,  page  1419,  which  reads :  "No  commissioner  shall  receive 
compensation  *  *  *  "  In  the  years  1911  and  1912  tliey  paid  to  themseh  es 
as  compensation  f 1,053.85.  This  should  be  recovered  to  the  state.  (See  de- 
tailed statement  of  items  allowed  each  member.) 

In  my  last  examination  I  found  there  was  f394.15  in  the  hands  of  I\Ir. 
Storrs.  This  money  was  in  the  account  of  Mr.  Edward  Todtenhoefer,  who 
died  at  the  Home  June  25,  1911.  In  his  application.  No.  312,  dated  March  18, 
1896,  he  requested  that  in  case  of  his  death  he  be  b\iried  in  the  Home  cemetery 
and  that  his  effects  be  disposed  of  at  the  Home. 

I  am  informed  by  Commander  Foot  that  Mr.  Storrs  turned  this  money 
over  to  the  German  consul  in  Denver,  but  there  is  no  account  of  this  in  the 
books  at  the  Home.  I  think  this  money  should  be  turned  over  to  the  Home, 
as  designated  by  Mr.  Todtenhoefer. 

Many  vouchers  are  issued  and  not  entered  in  any  book,  not  even  the 
voucher  record ;  so  it  is  very  hard  to  make  an  accurate  check  of  the  books,  un- 
less a  great  deal  of  time  is  taken,  and  then  only  by  referring  to  the  State 
Auditor's  and  State  Treasurer's  books.  This  should  not  be,  and  something 
should  be  done  at  once  to  remedy  the  system  at  the  Home. 

The  Contingent  Cash  Fund  has  over  .f3,000  cash  on  hand,  while  the  Home 
is  in  debt,  and  this  money  should  be  used  to  pay  some  of  the  bills.  Also,  the 
contingent  receipts  should  be  turned  into  the  state  treasury,  as  collected,  and 
a  revolving  fund  should  be  given  the  commander  to  pay  petty  cash  bills,  and 
such  bills  should  be  vouchered  through  the  State  Auditor  each  month. 

The  ]Monument  Cash  Fund  has  a  balance  of  .f89.33,  and  this  should  be 
closed  by  transferring  this  amount  to  the  Contingent  Cash  Fund. 

I  am  strongly  of  the  opinion  that  all  money  paid  to  members  should  be 
paid  by  check  and  not  by  cash,  as  is  now  the  custom. 

The  Dyke  Fund  has  a  balance  of  .f(i21.T2.  This  should  be  returned  to  the 
State  General  Fund. 

The  Monument  Fund  has  Certificate  No.  5601.  for  |!S9.33.  in  the  Mank  of 
Monte  Vista.  The  interest  on  this,  at  4  per  cent,  was  due  September  9,  1912, 
and  has  not  been  collected  as  yet.  As  this  is  a  twelve-month  certificate,  it  has 
not  drawn  interest  since  September  9,  1912.

Dear  Sir:  We  have  just  completed  an  investigation  of  the  Oil  Inspector's 
(Office,  and  liave  found  that,  on  the  amount  of  oils  inspected  at  the  statutory 
rate  of  ono-tenth  of  one  cent  per  jjallou,  the  receipts  of  the  office  should  aggre- 
gate, for  the  period  from  December  1,  1!»10,  to  November  30,  1911,  .$11,243.39. 
No  cash-book  is  kept,  however,  showing  the  actual  receipts. 

House  Bill  No.  351,  on  page  533  of  the  Session  Laws  of  1911,  appropriates 
not  to  exceed  $G,400  for  salaries,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  fees,  and  also  provides 
that  a  full  and  complete  statement,  under  oath,  of  all  transactions  of  his  office 
shall  monthly  be  made  to  the  State  Treasurer,  and  further  that  lie  shall  pay 
into  the  state  treasury  all  sums  of  money  which  he  has  received,  as  fees  in 
excess  of  salary  and  expense  there  due  him,  etc. 

No  reports  or  turn-over  of  fees  to  the  State  Treasurer  have  been  made  by 
the  Oil  Inspector.  From  the  above  it  would  appear  that  the  state  is  losing  in 
the  neighborhood  of  .^5,000  a  year,  and  I  wish  advice  as  to  the  legal  phase  of 
this  question. 

Is  the  Oil  Inspector  within  the  law  in  retaining  all  fees  as  the  personal 
and  private  comi)eusation  of  himself  and  deputies?

Dear  Sir :  I  beg  to  acknowledge  receipt  of  yours  of  December  15.  in  which 
you  state  that  \on  have  completed  an  investigation  of  the  Oil  Inspector's  office, 
and  call  my  attention  to  House  Bill  No.  351,  on  page  533  of  the  Session  Laws 
t)f  1911,  creating  a  salary  for  the  Oil  Ins])ector,  and  inquire  whether  the  Oil 
Inspector  is  within  the  law  in  retaining  all  fees  under  the  old  law  of  1.S99. 
which  created  his  office,  or  whether  he  is  subject  to  the  new  laws  of  1911,  so 
as  to  require  him  to  turn  over  all  of  his  fees  to  the  State  Treasurer  and  receive 
out  of  the  same  his  salary  of  |1,G00  per  annum,  as  established  by  the  new  law. 

I  note  that,  while  your  letter  sets  out  in  detail  the  status  of  the  office  at 
the  present  time,  your  inquiry  is  directed  solely  to  the  proposition  of  w'hether 
The  Oil  Inspector  is  confined  to  the  salary  established  by  the  new  law,  or 
whether  he  is  entitled  to  receive  fees  collected,  as  provided  by  the  old  law. 
This  letter  is  directed,  therefore,  only  to  the  inquiry  advanced  by  you. 

By  Chapter  121  of  the  Session  Laws  of  1S99,  the  office  of  State  Inspector 
of  Oils  was  created,  and  that  act  also  provided  for  the  inspection  of  petroleum 
oil.  etc.  By  the  first  paragra})h  of  section  2  of  the  act  it  is  ])rovided,  as 
follows : 

"The  gorenior.  hi/  and  with  the  (idricc  and  conHcnt  of  the  Krnxitc, 
shall  appoint  a  skilled  and  suital)le  person,  who  is  not  interested  in  man- 
ufacturing, dealing  or  vending  in  any  illuminating  oil  manufactured  from 
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ix'ti'dlcuiii,  as  stale  insjicctor  of  oils,  irUosc  Icriii  of  of/icc  .shall  !)<■  I  wo 
ijairs  from  the  (lute  of  his  appointment,  and  until  hia  HueeenHor  in  ap- 
pointed and  qualified.  Such  innpeclor,  when  .so  appointed  and  (/iialified, 
is  hereby  cm pouered  to  cm/iloij  a  suitable  number  of  deputies,  wliicli 
(lej)utips  are  hereby  empowered  to  perform  tlie  duties  of  iiispe<  toi-,  and 
sliall  be  liable  to  the  same  penalties  as  the  state  inspector,  provided  that 
the  state  insj)ector  will  not  charge'  or  receive  any  fee,  comitcusation  or 
award  foi-  the  appoint ment  of  any  deputy  inspector  from  said  deitiity  or 
any  pei-son,  and  each  dcputij  shall  have  such  portion  of  the  fees  for  inspec- 
tion made  by  him  as  maij  be  a(/reed  upon  bi/  the  inspector  and  such  deputy, 
and  such  state  inspector  may  remove  any  deputy  insjx'ctois  for  any  rea- 
sonable cause  and  appoint  others  in  their  place." 

The  second  paragraph  of  said  section  provides,  among  other  things,  that 
the  said  ins])ector  and  his  deputies  shall  furnish  at  their  own  expense  neces- 
sary instiuments,  ajij'aratus,  stencils,  brands  and  stami)s  for  testing  and  mark- 
ing oils.  Section  ;{  ])rovides  that  the  said  inspector  and  his  deputies  shall 
execute  bonds,  as  i)rovided  therein;  and  the  first  paragra])h  of  section  -1  pro- 
vides as  follows: 

"Said  inspectoi-  or  deputy  inspector  shall  be  entitled  to  demand  and 
receive  from  the  owner,  or  party  calling  on  him,  or  for  whom  he  shall 
{perform  the  insi)ection,  the  sum  of  one-tenth  of  one  cent  }>er  gallon  for 
each  gallon  inspected,  whether  in  storage  tanks,  tank  cars,  barrels  or 
other  packages." 

It  seems  quite  clear  from  the  foregoing  that  under  the  law  of  1899  the 
State  Inspector  of  Oils  was  entitled  to  receive  as  a  fee  for  iusi)ecting  oils  the 
sum  of  one-tenth  of  one  cent  per  gallon  for  each  gallon  inspected,  and  that  his 
deputy  should  receive  such  i)ortion  of  the  fees  for  inspection  as  should  be 
agreed  upon  between  the  inspector  and  the  deputy ;  and  that  all  the  expenses 
of  carrying  on  the  department  of  oil  inspection,  including  the  furnishing  of 
materials,  should  be  borne  by  the  inspector  and  his  deputies. 

Xo  provision  is  made  by  this  law  for  turning  over  any  fees  to  the  State 
Treasurer,  and  I  conclude  that  it  was  the  intent  of  the  law  that  the  inspector 
should  retain  any  fe<^s  received,  and  out  of  the  same  pay  the  expenses  of  him- 
self and  his  deputies,  the  cost  of  materials,  and  any  and  all  expenses  con- 
nected with  maintaining  his  dei)artment.  This,  I  understand,  has  always  been 
the  construction  ])la(ed  upon  this  law  since  its  adoption,  some  twelve  years 
ago.  This  law  was  ai)proved  April  14.  1899.  without  an  emergency  clause, 
and.  therefore,  became  effective  .July  13,  1899. 

By  Chapter  180  of  the  Session  Laws  of  1911  it  was  provided  as  follows : 

"Section  1.  Out  of  the  fees  and  emoluments  of  his  office  the  state  in- 
spector of  oils  shall  receive  a  salary  of  sixteen  hundred  dollars  (f 1.000.00) 
a  year,  and  his  traveling  expenses,  not  exceeding  six  hundred  dollars 
|.f(»00.00)  per  annum,  and  his  deputies  shall  each  receive  a  salary  of  fifteen 
hundred  dollars  ( •|1,.500.00)  a  year,  and  his  traveling  expenses,  not  exceed- 
ing six  hundred  dollars  t-fGOO.OO)  per  annum.  They  shall  devote  all  of 
their  time  to  the  performance  of  their  duties. 

The  state  inspector  of  oils  shall  appoint  not  to  exceed  two  deputies, 
who  shall  be  determined  by  him  and  the  governor  of  the  state. 

The  state  inspector  of  oils  shall  monthly  make  and  file  with  the  state 
treasurer  a  full  and  complete  statement,  under  oath,  of  all  transactions 
of  his  office,  and  shall  i)ay  into  the  state  treasury  all  sums  of  money  which 
he  has  received  as  fees  in  excess  of  the  amount  of  salary  and  traveling 
expenses  then  due  to  him  and  his  deputies,  which  money  shall  by  the 
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stiile  (veasui-ci-  bo  plaicd  lo  tli(>  credit  of  a  fund  t»»  he  known  as  (lie  slate 
oil  inspector's  fund,  and  at  the  exi)iration  of  each  vear  the  state  treasurer 
shall  out  of  any  nu»neys  in  said  fund,  and  not  otherwise,  i)ay  to  said  slate 
oil  insjK'ctor  such  an  amount,  if  any,  as  may  still  be  due  to  said  state  oil 
insiK'ctor,  and  his  deputies,  on  accotint  of  tlK'ir  salaries  and  traveling!; 
exiK'iises  foi-  that  year;  ;uul  the  balance  of  said  fund  shall  thereu])on  be 
transferred  to  the  lieneral  fuiul  of  the  state. 

Section  2.  In  the  opinion  of  the  General  Assembly  an  enier«;ency 
exists;  therefore,  this  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after 
its  ])assage. 

Filed  in  tlu'  office  of  the  secretary  of  state,  -lune  .")th,  A.  D.  at 
11  r.lT  jt.  m.    Not  si<;ned  nor  <lisapi)roved  by  the  jiovertior." 

\\  hile  this  act  was  neither  si<>ned  nor  approved  by  the  (iovernor,  yet  it 
contaiiu'd  an  emergency  clause  and,  pviov  to  the  adop1i(»n  of  the  constitutional 
amendment  relating  to  the  initiative  and  referendtim.  would  have  become 
effective  thirty  days  subseciuent  to  June  5,  1911,  the  dale  of  its  filing  with  the 
([Secretary  of  State;  but,  owing  to  the  adoption  of  the  constitutional  amend- 
iuent  relating  lo  the  initiative  and  refereiulum,  in  1!)10,  the  law  became 
effective  ninety  (hiys  after  the  adjournment  of  the  legislature — lliat  is  to  say, 
niiu'ty  days  after  May  (i,  lUll,  or  on  August  4,  11)11. 

I  am  informed  that  the  ])resent  Oil  Inspector  took  office  first  ;  that  is  to 
say,  his  first  term  began  on  July  13,  1909.  By  the  terms  of  the  laws  of  1899, 
whi(  h  have  not  been  repealed  by  the  laws  of  1911,  his  term  of  office  is  two 
years,  and,  therefore,  assuming  that  his  term  began  on  July  13,  190!),  it  w(Mild 
exi)ire,  under  ordinary  circumstances,  on  July  13,  1911. 

During  the  session  of  the  Eighteenth  (leneral  Assembly  the  Governor  sent 
in  the  name  of  the  i)resent  Oil  Inspector  as  his  appointee  for  the  new  term, 
to  be  confirmed  by  the  Senate,  as  ])rovided  by  section  2  of  the  act  of  1899. 
On  May  (i,  1911.  tlie  Senate  refused  to  consent  to  or  confirm  the  ai)])ointnient 
of  the  governor.  Tlierefore,  under  the  terms  of  section  2,  which  states  that 
""the  governor,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,"  shall  ajt- 
point  a  skilled  and  suitable  person  as  State  Inspector  of  Oils,  whose  term  of 
office  shall  be  two  years  from  the  date  of  his  appointment,  and  until  his  suc- 
cessor is  aj)])ointed  and  (jualified.  it  a])])ears  that  the  appointment  could  not 
bei  ome  effective  without  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate. 

In  that  event — the  Senate  not  having  consented — it  also  ai)pears,  by  the 
vei-y  terms  of  this  statute,  as  well  as  by  section  1  of  Article  XII  of  the  Gon- 
stitution,  that  the  present  Oil  Inspector,  ap])ointed  on  July  13,  1909,  holds 
his  office  under  that  term  until  his  successor  is  appointed  and  qualified.  In 
other  words,  it  would  a])})ear  that  he  is  now  holding  over  under  his  original 
term,  and  will  so  continue  to  hold  until  liis  successor  is  ai)pointed  and 
qualified. 

The  Governor  has  not  seen  fit,  as  I  understand  it,  to  make  any  ad  interim 
fll)pointment,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the  term  of  the  ])resent  Oil  In- 
spector exi)ired  last  Jxily,  and  he  is  merely  holding  over,  and  there  being  no 
(III  intcriiii  appointment  made,  we  are  confronted  with  section  30  of  Article  V 
(if  llie  Constitution,  which  ]»rovides,  in  ])art,  as  follows: 

"I'^xcept  as  otherwise  ])rovided  in  this  Gonstitution,  no  law  shall 
extend  the  term  of  any  |)tiblic  offic<'r,  or  increase  or  diminish  his  salary 
or  emohnuents  after  his  election  or  a])pointment ;    *    *    *  " 

There  does  not  seem  to  be  anv  (]uestion  that  the  State  Oil  Inspector  is 
a  ])ublic  officer  within  llie  terms  of  this  constitutional  ])rovision,  and  within 
the  holding  of  the  Sui)reme  Court  of  this  state  in  Parks  vs.  Soldiers'  and 
Sailors"  Home.  22  Colo.,  80,  90.    This  section  ](rovid('s  that  no  law  shall  in- 
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ri(';is(>  or  <1  i iii i ii isli  (he  siil;ii_v  (»r  cinoluiiiciils  oT  a  |)iil»li<-  olliccr  aflci-  liis  clcc- 
lioii  Ol-  appoiiitiiiciil.  llu'  \v<n-d  "salary"  is  usually  liiuilcd  lo  lixfd 

(•oiii|t('iisal  ioii  iof  a  ccrlaiii  iici  iod,  the  word  "oiiioluiiiciils"  seems  lo  be  a  :iiiii  li 
liroader  (enii  and  would  inchide  lees  i-eceived  by  a  public  ollici'r,  in  Ili<'  absence 
of  any  v(>s( riel ion  in  (lie  slatule  as  (o  ils  iiieaninj;. 

Thus,  in  Arapahoe  Counly  vs.  Hall.  !)  Colo.  Ajip..  oI'.S,  in  const rniiii'-  a 
slalule  which  i)reseribed  that  salaries  of  certain  ollicers  sliould  be  jiaid  out  of 
the  fees,  coiiiniissions,  and  eniolunients  of  the  ollice,  the  court  discusses  the 
nieaninti,-  of  the  word  "eniolunients,"  as  follows: 

"The  word  'eniolunients,'  as  it  appears  in  the  state  in  (luestion,  was 
clearly  intended,  in  our  opiuion,  to  be  taken  in  the  general  and  (compre- 
hensive sense,  so  afs  to  embrace  all  other  i)roper  receipts  of  the  office,  not 
included  within  the  (erin  'fees'  or  'coniniissions,'  as  j>('nerally  denned  and 
understood." 

And,  again,  the  court  said: 

"To  hold  that  'eniolunients.'  as  used  and  in  the  connection  in  which 
it  apjtears  in  this  statute,  means  any  accretion,  increment,  gain  or  profit 
to  the  otlice,  is,  we  think,  manifestly  in  accord  with  coiiinion  usage,  as 
well  as  with  the  established  rules  for  tlie  interpretation  of  the  English 
language  and  for  the  construction  of  statutes." 

In  Hoyt  vs.  United  States,  10  How.,  109,  130,  the  court  says : 

"■These  terms  [referring  to  'fees'  and  'commissions']  denote  a  com- 
pensation for  a  ])articular  kind  of  service  to  be  performed  by  the  officer, 
and  are  distinguishable  from  each  other,  and  are  so  used  and  understood 
by  Congress  in  the  several  conipensation  acts;  they  are  also  distinguish- 
able from  the  term  'emoluments,'  that  being  more  comprehensive  and  em- 
bracing every  sjiecies  of  comprehension  or  pecuniary  jiroflt  derived  from 
a  discharge  of  the  duties  of  the  office;  and  such  is  the  obvious  imjiort  of 
it  in  these  acts." 

In  Keals  vs.  Smith.  5G  Pac,  6!)0,  G92  (Wyo.j,  it  was  said: 

"  'Emoluments'  is  generally  defined  as  the  profit  arising  from  office 
or  employment ;  that  which  is  received  as  compensation  for  services  or 
which  is  annexed  to  the  possession  of  office  as  salaries,  fees  and  per- 
quisites ;  advantage,  gain,  public  or  private." 

In  Town  of  Bruce  vs.  Dickey,  G  N.  E.  (111.),  435,  439,  it  w^as  said : 

"The  Avord  'emoluments'  is  peculiarly  appropriate  to  office;  denoting 
in  its  most  ordinary  signification  the  profit  'which  is  annexed  to  the 
I)OSsession  of  office,  as  salary,  fees  and  perquisites.'  " 

In  Appel  vs.  Coimty  of  Crawford,  51  Am.  Rep.  (Pa.),  205.  20().  it  was 
held  that  a  sheriff  wlio  received  a  certain  sum  per  week  for  boarding  pris- 
oners was  thereby  entitled  to  an  emolument  which  could  neither  be  increased 
nor  diminished  after  his  election,  and  the  court  said: 

"Section  13  of  Article  III  of  the  Constitution  provides  that  'no  law 
shall  extend  the  term  of  any  public  officer,  or  increase  or  diminish  his  sal- 
ary or  emolument,  after  his  election  or  appointment.'  That  the  sherifi"  is 
a  public  officer,  coming  within  the  operation  of  this  constitutional  pro- 
vision cannot  be  doubted.  The  boarding  of  the  prisoners  was  certainly 
one  of  his  official  duties  imposed  upon  him  by  law.  For  the  perform- 
ance of  this  duty  he  was  entitled  to  receive  a  compensation  which  was 
definitely  fixed  by  law  at  the  time  of  his  election.  While  this  com- 
pensation could  hardly  be  called  a  salary,  it  seems  to  us  that  it  in- 
cluded within  the  larger  and  broader  term  'emolument.'    In  Webster's 
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rnnbridjicd  Dictionarv  the  word  '('iiioliinieiir  is  tliiis  dctiiicd :  'The 
piolil  arisiiiii  from  office  or  eiuphnniciil  ;  thai  which  is  received  as 
coiuixMisatioii  foi-  services,  or  which  is  annexed  to  the  possession  of 
office,  as  sahirv,  fees  and  perquisites;  advantaj^e,  gain,  i)ublic  oi-  private.' 
We  think  the  word  imports  more  than  the  word  'saUiry'  or  'fees."  and 
because  it  is  contained  in  the  Constitution  in  addition  to  the  word  'sal- 
ary' we  ought  to  give  it  the  nu^aning  which  it  bears  in  ordinary  ac- 
cei)tati(Mi.  By  tlie  definition  abov<'  j^iven  it  imi)orts  any  perciuisitcs.  ad- 
vantages, i)rofit  or  gain  arising  fi'om  the  possession  of  an  office." 

It  therefore  follow's  that  in  order  lor  Chapter  IHO  of  I  lie  Session  Laws 
of  1911,  restricting  the  emoluments  of  the  State  Inspector  of  Oils  to  .fl.COO 
a  year,  to  become  effective  for  that  ])urpose,  it  must  operate  upon  one  whose 
term  of  office  begins  aft<'r  this  law  goes  into  elfect,  to-wit,  August  4,  1911. 
In  tile  present  case,  if  the  Senate  had  contirmed  the  api)oiutment  of  the 
present  Oil  Inspectoi-,  his  teiin  would  have  begun  on  July  i:!,  1!>11,  or  be- 
fore Chapter  ISI)  would  become  ojterative.  On  the  otliei"  hand,  the  Senate  not 
having  contirmed  the  api)ointmen1  of  the  present  Oil  Inspector,  it  would  seem 
that  he  is  still  holding  over  under  his  original  appointment  of  July,  1909; 
and  Chapter  180  not  being  in  operation  until  August,  1911,  it  would  follow  that 
it  could  not  atfeot  his  emoluments  during  his  ]U'esent  term;  to-wit,  the 
tei'm  beginning  in  1909,  and  which  has  as  yet  not  come  to  a  conclusion. 

That  a  hold-over  acts  as  such  by  virtue  of  his  original  appointment  or 
election,  and  not  by  virtue  of  any  new  or  double  term,  appears  clear  from 
the  case  of  State  vs.  Moores,  84  N.  W.  (Neb.).  ;{89,  and  the  cases  cited  therein, 
in  which  it  was  held  that  where  a  person  lawfully  continues  in  an  office 
created  by  the  Constitution  of  that  state,  by  virtue  of  his  original  election 
and  (lualification,  after  the  expiration  of  the  fixed  term,  but  before  his  suc- 
cessor is  elected  and  qualified,  the  salary  of  such  hold-over  officer  cannot 
be  increased  or  diminished.  On  page  400  the  court,  quoting  from  an  Oregon 
case,  says: 

"One  thing,  however,  is  pal])ably  manifest:  That  the  right  to  hold 
over  is  by  virtue  of  the  previous  appointment  or  election  and  qualifi- 
cation. It  is  a  right  accorded  by  statutes  regulating  the  tenure  of  office. 
The  holding  does  iu)t  come  to  an  end  on  the  day  of  the  expiration  of  the 
statutory  period,  unless  there  comes  a  duly  elected  and  qualified  officer 
to  cut  it  oft',  or  unless  his  recognized  successor  is  inducted  into  the  office. 
In  one  sense  the  holding  over  is  pro  tempore,  because  the  time  of  the 
holding  is  dependent  upon  the  election  or  appointment  of  a  successor; 
and  in  another  it  may  be  considered  as  the  occupancy  of  a  successor's 
term  which  is  shortened  by  that  length  of  time.  But  the  holding  for 
the  technical  term  and  the  holding  over  is  a  recognized  I'ight  arising 
fi'om  one  appointment  or  one  election.  The  tenure  of  office  is  indivis- 
ible. It  cannot  be  considered  as  a  broken  term  or  as  a  double  term. 
It  is  one  continuous  holding." 

I  am  of  the  opinion,  therefore,  that,  under  the  jiresent  circumstances, 
Chapter  180  of  the  Session  Laws  of  1911  does  not — owing  to  the  consti- 
tutional provision  above  cited — restrict  the  State  Oil  Inspector  to  a  salary 
of  fl.tlOO  a  year,  but  by  virtue  of  such  constitutional  provision  he  is  en- 
titled to  the  fees  of  that  office,  as  provided  by  the  law  of  1899.

Dear  Sir:  Will  you  kindly  advise  whether  fees  coming  into  the  hands  of  the 
judge  and  clerk  of  County  Courts,  from  land  filings  or  Land  Office  business,  are  the 
personal  compensation  of  the  clerk  or  a  fee  of  the  office? 

It  is  my  impression  that  a  letter  was  written  you  along  this  line  some  months 
ago,  but  I  find  no  record  of  these  questions  having  been  asked  you,  nor  is  your  answer 
on  file  in  this  office. 

Will  you  kindly  give  me  this  information  at  your  earliest  convenience?

Dear  Sir:  In  response  to  your  letter  of  recent  date,  in  which  you  inquired  whether 
clerks  of  District  Courts  are  entitled  to  fees  for  taking  land  proofs,  without  accounting 
for  the  same  to  the  county,  I  beg  leave  to  say  that,  by  a  recent  decision  of  the  Court  of 
Appeals  of  this  state,  this  matter,  as  well  as  other  like  questions,  is  set  at  rest;  that  is 
to  say,  all  questions  relating  to  fees  of  county  judges  and  clerks  of  the  District  Courts, 
and  like  officers,  in  taking  final  proofs  with  reference  to  land  entries,  whetiier  those 
fees  relate  to  state  lands  or  to  federal  lands. 

You  will  recollect  that  heretofore  we  advised  you  that  clerks  of  courts  and  county 
judges  were  entitled  to  their  fees  and  did  not  have  to  account  for  the  same  to  their 
respective  counties,  in  the  matter  of  taking  land  proof  with  reference  to  federal  lands; 
and  I  believe  that  several  county  officers  have  acted  under  our  opinion. 

.At  the  time  the  opinion  was  rendered  there  was  no  decision  of  our  appellate  courts 
with  reference  to  the  matter,  and  we  followed  the  decisions  of  other  states,  which  we 
considered  good  law. 

However,  it  now  appears  that  the  Court  of  Appeals  has  decided  the  question 
adversely  to  our  views,  and  I  deem  it  wise,  therefore,  to  inform  you  concerning  the  same, 
and  would  suggest  that  you  send  copies  of  this  letter  to  every  county  attorney,  county 
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Judge,  and  every  clerk  of  the  District  Court  in  this  state,  since  I  believe  the  course 
decided  in  the  Court  of  Appeals  case  has  not  been  heretofore  generally  followed,  and  in 
the  future,  therefore,  each  officer  should  adjust  matters  and  arrange  to  follow  out  to  the 
letter  the  decision  of  the  Court  of  Appeals. 

The  decision  I  refer  to  is  in  the  case  of  Glalster  vs.  Board  of  Commissioners  of 
Kit  Carson  County,  123  Pac,  955.  This  opinion  is  found  in  the  advance  sheets  of  the 
Pacific  Reporter,  June  24,  1912,  and  will  not  be  in  a  permanent  volume  for  some  time. 

In  this  case  an  action  was  brought  by  the  Board  of  County  Commissioners  against 
the  judge  of  the  County  Court  for  certain  fees  collected  by  him,  over  and  above  his 
salary,  in  taking  certain  land  proofs  with  reference  to  federal  lands,  the  fees  being  pro- 
vided for  by  United  States  Statutes.  The  court  holds  that  fees  collected  by  a  county 
judge,  under  United  States  Statutes  relating  to  the  making  of  proofs,  etc.,  under  the 
federal  land  laws,  should  be  accounted  for  by  him  as  for  services  rendered  in  his  ofiRcial 
capacity,  and  that  all  fees  over  and  above  his  salary  should  be  turned  in  to  the  county 
treasurer.

2.  Are  county  sheriffs  allowed  to  charge  mileage  for  guards  attending  when 
transporting  prisoners  to  penal  institutions?

Dear  Sir:    A  letter  of  yours  submits  two  questions,  to  which  we  reply  as  follows: 

"1.  Is  it  legal  for  county  sheriffs  to  charge  constructive  mileage  when  serving 
warrants  on  one  or  more  persons,  and  in  one  or  more  actions  on  the  same  trip?" 

This  question  is  answered  by  a  statute  passed  in  1907,  and  found  as  paragraph  8 
of  section  2532  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  Colorado,  190S,  to-wit: 

"Mileage  for  each  mile  actually  and  necessarily  traveled  in  serving  each  writ, 
subpoena  or  other  process,  in  counties  of  the  first  class,  seven  and  one-half  cents; 
second  class,  seven  and  one-half  cents;  third  class,  ten  cents;  fourth  class,  ten 
cents;  fifth  class,  ten  cents;  PROVIDED,  That  actual,  and  not  constructive  mileage 
shall  be  allowed  in  all  cases;  and  where  more  than  one  warrant  is  served  by  any 
officer  on  one  trip,  the  actual  mileage  only  shall  be  allowed  such  officer,  and  the 
actual  mileage  shall  be  apportioned  among  the  several  warrants  served  on  the 
trip." 

We  further  call  your  attention  to  a  statute  enacted  in  1891,  and  found  as  section 
2533  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  Colorado,  1908,  which  covers  mileage  in  case  service  is 
made  of  two  or  more  papers  on  the  same  person,  or  on  different  persons  at  the  same 
time  and  place  in  the  same  action. 

"2.  Are  county  sheriffs  allowed  to  charge  mileage  for  guards  attending  when 
transporting  prisoners  to  penal  institutions?" 

The  answer  to  this  question  is  found  in  paragraph  23  of  said  section  2532,  Revised 
Statutes  of  Colorado,  1908,  which  allows  the  officer  transporting  a  prisoner,  besides  the 
actual  expenses  necessarily  incurred,  a  certain  amount  per  mile,  varying  in  the  different 
counties,  and  then  adds: 

"PROVIDED,  HOWEVER,  That  such  mileage  shall  be  only  by  one  officer,  and  - 
no  mileage  shall  be  charged  upon  the  guards  attending  the  officer  in  the  custody 
of  the  prisoner,  or  prisoners;" 
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and  further  provides  for  a  certain  daily  compensation  for  said  guards  attending  said 
officer.

Dear  Sir:  In  certain  counties  the  official  bond  of  the  county  otBcers — such  as 
assessor,  treasurer,  sheriff,  county  judge,  etc. — includes  no  justiiication  of  surety. 

As  regards  the  duty  of  the  county  officers,  will  you  kindly  advise  what,  under  the 
statutes,  is  necessary  to  protect  the  county  along  the  line  of  having  the  principal  signing 
these  bonds  prove  their  ability  to  settle  in  case  of  defalcations? 

Also  kindly  advise  whether  or  not,  in  the  case  of  a  county  treasurer  who  serves 
also  as  district  clerk,  it  is  necessary  to  have  a  bond  filed  as  district  clerk,  while  at  the 
same  time  he  is  under  bond  as  county  treasurer?

Dear  Sir:  In  a  certain  county  the  county  treasurer  fills  both  the  office  of  treasurer 
and  that  of  clerk  of  the  District  Court.  He  receives  out  of  the  fees  of  the  treasurer's 
office  a  maximum  salary  allowed  as  treasurer,  and  in  addition  is  allowed  a  certain  amount 
for  deputy  hire,  which  is  paid  out  of  the  fees  of  the'  treasurer's  office. 

As  clerk  of  the  District  Court  he  receives  fees  amounting  to  about  $400  per  year, 
which  he  retains  as  his  personal  compensation. 

Is  this  officer  within  the  law  in  holding  these  two  county  offices? 

If  he  is  within  the  law,  kindly  consider  section  2570,  on  page  730,  of  the  Revised 
Statutes  of  1908,  and  advise  the  maximum  he  can  receive  for  services  to  the  county.

Dear  Sir:  Replying  to  your  two  letters  dated  February  28,  we  have  to  advise  j'OU 
as  follows: 

We  do  not  know  of  any  constitutional  or  statutory  provision  that  forbids  a  man, 
who  is  otherwise  qualified,  from  holding  the  offices  of  both  county  treasurer  and  clerk  of 
the  District  Court. 

Section  8  of  Article  V  of  the  Constitution  does  not  forbid  it;  ,  and  section  1320  of 
the  Revised  Statutes  of  Colorado,  disqualifying  certain  officers  from  holding  the  office  of 
county  ti'easurer,  does  not  cover  the  office  of  clerk  of  the  District  Court. 

It  was  a  rule  of  common  law  that  the  holding  of  one  office  does  not  in  and  of  itself 
disqualify  the  incumbent  from  holding  another  office  at  the  same  time,  provided  there 
is  no  inconsistency  in  the  functions  of  the  two  offices.  This  inconsistency  or  incompati- 
bility between  the  two  offices  necessary  to  disqualify  a  person  from  holding  both  was 
a  conflict  of  interest  between  the  two,  such  as  where  the  incumbent  of  one  office  had 
the  power  to  remove  the  incumbent  of  the  other. 

By  virtue  of  this  common-law  rule,  we  see  no  inconsistency  in  the  functions  of 
these  two  offices,  though  it  is  required  by  the  Constitution  that  the  incumbent  devote 
his  personal  attention  to  the  duties  of  his  office. 

A  person  who  legally  holds  two  county  offices  is  entitled  to  the  statutory  salaries 
of  both  of  said  officers.    This  was  determined  in: 

United  States  vs.  Saunders,  120  U.  S.,  126. 
United  States  vs.  Brindle,  110  U.  S.,  688. 
In  re  Conrad,  15  Fed.,  641. 
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Therefore  he  would  be  entitled  to  the  salary  allowed  for  the  county  treasurer,  aa 
specified  by  section  2570  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  Colorado,  and  also  the  salary  allowed 
for  the  clerk  of  the  District  Court,  as  specified  in  section  25G8. 

If  he  has  a  deputy  county  treasurer,  and  the  work  of  said  office  is  sufficient  to 
lequire  a  deputy,  siich  deputy  would  be  entitled  to  the  statutory  salary  provided  for  such 
officers,  and  paid  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  statute.  If  he  has  no  deputy,  he  should 
not  be  allowed  any  amount  for  deputy  hire. 

A  ])erson  occupying  both  of  these  said  offices  should  be  required  to  execute  two 
bonds — one  covering  the  office  of  county  treasurer,  as  required  by  statute,  and  the  other 
covering  his  acts  as  clerk  of  the  District  Court,  as  required  by  statute.  Both  these  bonds 
should  be  required  without  fail,  as  each  relates  only  to  the  acts  and  duties  of  the  re- 
spective office  covered,  and  no  action  could  be  brought  on  one  bond  by  virtue  of  a  default 
or  failure  to  perform  the  statutory  duty  required  of  the  other  office. 

Regarding  the  necessity  of  having  sureties  on  the  bonds  of  county  officers  justify 
In  any  certain  amounts,  we  have  to  advise  you  that  the  statute  seems  to  allow  the  com- 
missioners to  accept  said  sureties  without  specific  justifications  in  any  amount,  provided 
they  duly  approve  said  bonds.  However,  section  470G  empowers  the  county  commission- 
ers, either  before  or  after  the  approval  of  said  bonds,  to  require  any  one  or  more  of  the 
sureties  thereon  to  make  out  and  subscribe  a  statement,  verified  by  an  affidavit,  of  all 
of  his  property  owned  in  Colorado,  and  the  amount  of  his  indebtedness,  etc. 

It  thus  appears  that  the  affidavit  of  the  property  holdings  of  the  sureties  is  optional 
with  the  commissioners;  though  we  suggest  that  you  advise  them  that  good  business 
requires  that  they  exact  in  every  case  such  an  affidavit  from  every  surety  before  they 
approve  the  bond. 

The  protection  of  the  interests  of  the  public  demands  that  these  bonds  be  executed 
with  exceeding  care  and  with  all  those  requirements  fulfilled  which  are  customary  in 
the  execution  of  private  bonds,  one  of  the  most  important  of  which  is  the  justification 
of  the  sureties  in  amounts  amply  sufficient  to  insure  the  obligee  against  loss.

Dear  Sir:  I  have  your  letter  of  February  28,  inquiring  whether  there  are  any 
legal  grounds  on  which  the  county  treasurer  can  refuse  to  hold  tax  sales  each  year. 

In  response  thereto,  I  beg  leave  to  say  that,  in  my  opinion,  if  there  are  delinquent 
taxes  in  any  county  in  any  year,  it  becomes  the  duty  of  the  county  treasurer,  as  provided 
by  sections  5706  to  5725,  and  other  sections  of  our  laws  (Revised  Statutes,  1908),  to  hold 
a  tax  sale  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  law. 

Section  5714  provides  that  these  sales  shall  be  held  on  or  before  the  second  Monday 
in  November  of  each  year.  Section  5715  provides  that,  if  the  real  property  cannot  be 
advertised  and  offered  for  sale  on  or  before  the  second  Monday  in  November,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  to  make  the  sale  on  any  subsequent  date  on  which  it  can  be 
made;  and,  further,  that  any  treasurer  who  fails  or  refuses  to  advertise  and  begin  a  sale 
later  than  the  second  Monday  in  November,  as  provided  for  in  the  act,  shall  forfeit  to 
the  county  10  per  cent  of  his  ifees  arising  out  of  such  sale. 

From  the  foregoing  it  appears  quite  clear  that,  if  there  are  delinquent  and-  unpaid 
taxes,  as  aforesaid,  in  any  year,  and  if  the  treasurer  fails  or  refuses  to  advertise  and 
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begin  the  sale  not  later  than  the  second  Monday  in  November,  as  provided,  in  addition 
to  the  penalty  provided  for,  mandamus  would  lie  to  compel  him  to  conduct  the  sale,  as 
provided  by  law.

Dear  Sir:  In  reply  to  yours  of  May  24,  in  which  you  say  that  the  commissioners 
of  certain  counties  have  had  printed  on  the  face  of  juror  and  witness  certificates  the 
words:  "Personal  taxes  a  counter-claim  against  this  certificate,"  and  asking  whether 
tliey  can  enforce  the  same,  I  will  say  that,  in  my  opinion,  there  is  no  authority  in  law 
for  making  such  certificates  a  counter-claim  as  against  personal  taxes. 

Section  1405  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  190S,  in  regard  to  witness  fees,  is  as 
follows: 

"That  if  any  person  entitled  to  witness  fees  in  any  suit  in  the  district  or 
county  courts  shall,  within  one  year  from  the  time  his  right  to  such  fees  accrued, 
make  application  to  the  clerk  of  the  district  court  or  the  county  judge,  said  clerk 
or  judge  shall  give  him  a  certificate  setting  forth  the  amount  due  to  said  witness, 
which  amount  shall  be  paid  by  the  county  treasurer  upon  the  presentation  of  said 
certificate." 

Section  3703,  in  regard  to  jurors'  fees,  is  as  follows: 

"The  clerk  shall,  without  fee,  furnish  to  each  juror  who  shall  attend  at  any 
term  of  court,  a  certificate  showing  the  number  of  days  that  such  juror  shall  have 
attended  at  such  term;  and  upon  presentation  thereof  to  the  county  commissioners, 
they  shall  issue  to  such  juror  their  warrant  upon  the  county  treasury  for  the 
amount  of  the  per  diem  and  mileage  of  such  juror." 

In  my  judgment,  personal  taxes  must  be  collected  in  the  manner  provided  by  law. 
Section  5073  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  1908,  provides  as  follows: 

"All  fees  and  taxes  together  with  all  penalties  and  costs  thereon  shall  be 
payable  in  cash  only." 

And  sections  5677  and  567S  provide  the  procedure  for  the  collection  of  personal 
taxes,  and  it  is  nowhere  contemplated  in  the  statutes  that  they  may  be  collected  in  the 
manner  which  the  county  commissioners  are  seeking.

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I  find  in  many  of  the  counties  of  this  state  the  members  of  the  Board  of  County 
Commissioners  allow  bills  to  themselves  for  one  or  more  of  the  above-named  services  of 
the  county,  and  at  the  same  time  are  paying  one  or  more  road  superintendents  for  per- 
forming this  same  service.

Dear  Sir:  I  have  your  favor  in  which  you  inquire  whether  a  county  commis- 
sioner is  within  the  law  "when  he  charges  $5  a  day  and  expenses,  $5  a  day  and  mileage, 
or  $5  a  day  for  services  for  acting  as  a  road  overseer,  bridge  overseer,  road  viewer,  or 
a  road  and  bridge  superintendent,  or  for  services  performed  by  himself,  either  in  a  manual 
or  supervisory  capacity,  on  roads  or  bridges." 

Your  question  is  rather  involved,  and,  if  you  have  any  given  case  in  mind,  if  you 
can  furnish  the  facts  in  that  case  I  might  be  able  better  to  understand  the  situation. 

However,  replying  to  the  questions  propounded,  I  would  say,  generally,  that  there 
is  no  question  but  that  a  county  commissioner  is  entitled  to  $5  per  day  for  his  services; 
also,  statutory  mileage  in  going  to  the  place  of  meeting  and  going  home  again.  Of  course, 
1  understand  this  mileage  to  be  charged  only  in  such  a  case.  Usually  county  commis- 
sioners living  in  the  country  come  to  the  county  seat  and  stay  there  during  the  session 
of  the  board,  then  returning  home  again.  They  would  be  entitled  to  mileage  at  the 
beginning  and  at  the  conclusion  of  each  session.  I  do  not  understand  that  they  would 
be  entitled  to  mileage  for  journeys  or  trips  in  other  matters. 

Now,  with  reference  to  $5  a  day  and  expenses:  That  is  a  mattei  which  it  is  very 
diflScult  to  answer  without  knowing  just  what  the  circumstances  are.  I  have  in  minij 
a  case  where  county  commissioners,  when  they  have  been  in  session,  are  called  into  the 
country  to  look  over  work  done  for  the  county,  or  in  order  to  view  a  road,  etc.,  etc.; 
and  I  believe  in  such  a  case  that  their  ordinary  expenses,  in  the  way  of  conveyances,  etc., 
should  be  provided  for. 

With  reference  to  services  for  acting  as  road  overseer,  etc.:  This  presents  a  very 
grave  question,  and  one  upon  which  many  lawyers  in  this  state  differ.  I  know  of  no  law- 
relating  to  the  administration  of  county  affairs  that  needs  to  be  amended,  in  order  to 
clear  up  many  ambiguities,  more  than  the  law  with  reference  to  county  commissioners; 
and  I  trust  your  department  will  bear  this  in  mind  at  the  coming  legislature.  Disputes 
over  such  matters  as  you  inquire  about  arise  owing  to  the  uncertainty  of  the  law,  and 
the  same  should  be  made  clear  at  an  early  date. 

As  already  stated,  I  am  unable  to  write  more  definitely  at  this  time,  without 
having  the  concrete  facts  before  me.

Our  letter  of  July  16, 1912,  referred  to  the  decision  rendered  by  the  Court  of  Appeals 
on  May  13,  1912,  in  the  case  of  Glaister  vs.  Board  of  County  Commissioners  of  Kit  Carson 
County.    That  decision  held  that  fees  accruing  in  connection  with  acts  done  by  a  judge 
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of  the  County  Court  under  the  provisions  of  section  2294  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  the 
United  States,  as  amended  in  1S90  (26  Statutes  at  Large,  121),  relating  to  tlie  mailing 
of  proofs  under  the  land  laws  of  the  United  States,  should  be  paid  into  the  county  treasury 
and  were  not  the  personal  emoluments  of  the  officer,  but  part  of  the  fees  of  the  office. 

Under  date  of  May  16,  1911,  we  advised  you  that  with  regard  to  naturalization  fees 
the  contrary  rule  prevailed,  relying  upon  the  peculiar  wording  of  the  naturalization  act, 
and  upon  the  cases  of  Eldredge  vs.  Salt  Lake  County,  106  Pac,  939  (Utah,  1910),  and 
Inhabitants  of  Hampden  vs.  Morris,  93  N.  E.,  579  (Mass.),  as  authority  for  our  position. 

Since  the  decision  of  those  cases,  however,  the  case  of  San  Francisco  vs.  Mulcrevy, 
15  Cal.  App.,  11,  has  been  decided  to  the  contrary,  as  also  the  case  of  Barron  County  vs. 
Beckwith,  142  Wis.,  519,  showing  that  the  courts  differ  very  materially  upon  the  con- 
struction to  be  given  to  state  statutes  similar  to  our  own,  when  considered  in  connection

Dear  Sir:  In  response  to  your  letter  of  recent  date,  in  which  you  inquired 
whether  clerks  of  District  Courts  are  entitled  to  fees  for  taking  land  proofs  without 
accounting  for  the  same  to  the  county,  I  beg  leave  to  say  that,  by  a  recent  decision 
of  the  Court  of  Appeals  of  this  State,  this  matter,  as  well  as  other  like  questions, 
is  set  at  rest;  that  is  to  say,  all  questions  relating  to  fees  of  county  judges  and 
clerks  of  the  District  Courts,  and  like  officers,  in  taking  final  proofs  with  reference 
to  land  entries,  whether  those  fees  relate  to  state  lands  or  to  federal  lands. 

You  will  recollect  that  heretofore  we  advised  you  that  clerks  of  courts  and 
county  judges  were  entitled  to  their  fees  and  did  not  have  to  account  for  the  same 
to  their  respective  counties,  in  the  matter  of  taking  land  proof  with  reference  to 
federal  lands;  and  I  believe  that  several  county  officers  have  acted  under  our 
opinion. 

At  the  time  the  opinion  was  rendered  there  was  no  decision  of  our  appellate 
courts  with  reference  to  the  matter,  and  we  followed  the  decisions  of  other  states, 
which  we  considered  good  law. 

However,  it  now  appears  that  the  Court  of  Appeals  has  decided  the  question 
adversely  to  our  views,  and  I  deem  it  wise,  therefore,  to  inform  you  concerning  the 
same,  and  would  suggest  that  you  send  copies  of  this  letter  to  every  county  attor- 
ney, county  judge,  and  every  clerk  of  the  District  Court  in  this  state,  since  I  believe 
the  course  decided  in  the  Court  of  Appeals  case  has  not  been  heretofore  generally 
followed,  and  in  the  future,  therefore,  each  officer  should  adjust  matters  and 
arrange  to  follow  out  to  the  letter  the  decision  of  the  Court  of  Appeals. 

The  decision  I  refer  to  is  in  the  case  of  Glaister  vs.  Board  of  Commissioners 
of  Kit  Carson  County,  123  Pac,  955.  This  opinion  is  found  in  the  advance  sheets 
of  the  Pacific  Reporter,  June  24,  1912,  and  will  not  be  in  a  permanent  volume  for 
some  time. 

In  this  case  an  action  was  brought  by  the  Board  of  County  Commissioners 
against  the  judge  of  the  County  Court  for  certain  fees  collected  by  him,  over  and 
above  his  salary,  in  taking  certain  land  proofs  with  reference  to  federal  lands, 
the  fees  being  provided  for  by  United  States  Statutes.  The  court  holds  that  fees 
collected  by  a  county  judge,  under  United  States  Statutes  relating  to  the  making 
of  proofs,  etc.,  under  the  federal  land  laws,  should  be  accounted  for  by  him  as  for 
services  rendered  in  his  official  capacity,  and  that  all  fees  over  and  above  his 
salary  should  be  turned  in  to  the  county  treasurer.
